An appeal for more courtesy 
on the highways has been *pon 
sored by the Alberta Motor As¬ 
sociation which believes that 
drivers may still go a long way 
in this respect.

Much cun b e Hone by the 
home-Milker to mak e his garden 
an unqualified success by plann¬ 
ing the arrangement of vege¬ 
tables and floweres, and care¬ 
fully selecting the varieties 
most suitable to climatic condit¬ 
ions in advance of, the spring 
season. 

At this Station the gardener is 
now reviewing th e 1937 seed 
catalogue, selecting the new var 
iety introductions to l)e tested 
in the coming season and those 
that have proven satisfactory 
over a period of years Notes 
are taken on the catalogue des¬ 
cription of these new varieties 
to compare with fiuture results. 
Since it is the duty of this Stat 
ion to test new sorts as they 
are introduced, it has been 
found that only on rare occas¬ 
ions hav e the old standbys 
given place to newe r sorts. If 
advice is in order, the suggest¬ 
ion is respectfully made that 
only seed of well tried variet¬ 
ies be ordered; in other words, 
it is not advisable for the am¬ 
ateur to indulge too freely in 
new varieties, which ar p really 
still novelties and may result 
in disappointment. 

• After all the varieties are 
listed, the dimensions of the 
garden plot are obtained and a 
sketch of the boundary area 
made on pa)>er- For the dry 
land garden the plot is divided 
So that one half can be summer 
fallowed while th e other part is 
being cropped; a feature that 
has been found to lx? essential 
for successful {vegetable culture, 
from years of experimentation 
The portion to be cropped is 
then marked out in rows three 
"!feet apart and the full length 
of the garden in order to facil 
itate horse cultivation. In the 
irrigated areas this plan may 
have to be modified s 0 that it 
follows th e general slope of the 
land, that is, to run the rows 
up and down the incline so 
that the water will run between 
the m and not pond. 


The arrangement of the veget 
ables in the garden is not con¬ 
sidered fjrom the standpoint of 
the relation of one kind of veg¬ 
etable to another and the final 
easfchetic qualities. The varying 
heights and foraging activities 
of the different vegetables nec¬ 
essitate planting them so that 
one will affect th e growth of. 
the other as litUe as possible. 
ft is also desirable to have 
the tall-growing kinds set off 
to one side of th e garden and 
if possible plant the varieties in 
order of height. This lends a 
touch of beauty to an otherwise 
colorless part of the home 
grounds. 

FLOWERS 

The flower l>orders have bsen 
found to be less perplexing at 
planting time, when they were 
first considered tait leisure. Plant 
height and flower colours arc 
the most important features to 
consider. By jotting down the 
colours of the varieties desired, 
the colour combinations may 
easily be worked out with tin 
aid of a few crayons or water 
colours. For the convenience of 
those unable to decide on har¬ 
monious colour schemes, the 
(various seed firms have colour 
charts o r lists which they 
supply free of charge and very 
often as a part of their >annual 
catalogue- 

For a good m any years this 
Station has carried on extensive 
variety testfs with flowers and 
vegetables. A list of varieties 
most suited to local conditions 
is revised from time to time as 
service to those interested.
